When. Iſaac ſowed in Gerar,, he reaped an 
hundred fold. Every husbandman can tell us he 
reaps more then ſevenfold for what he ſows : But 
who can tell us that we reap twofold ? Who can 
let us ſee our ſeed grows up fingle as: it is ſown ? 
What becomes of our ſeed, the incorruptible ſeed 
of the Word 2 Do not mens negligence ard un 
belief let it rot under the clods of their carthly 
hearts * Of four forts of grounds we ſow upon, 
but one thrives and brings forth fruit abundantly. 
This is able to break an Husbandmans heart. 
Where is your pitty, your prayer, your care for 
us 2” Who heartily and compaſſonartely prays, thar 
God would ſpeed the Goſpels plough better ? 
There are very many earneſt to call themſelves 
to be Preachers; I wiſh they wonld confider,here 
is the moſt ſpending of ſtrength in yain , and mart- 
ter of mourning after preaching , and that for the 
beſt Preacher that ever was, next to Jn 82 s: 
CuR1sr. 

Abraham did offer money ,and pay it'for a bury 
ing place for his wife. Snrely, Brethren, many a 
time we have a burying place for our Sermons of 
free-coſt: Many hearers are the burying place g; 
in thern the Covenant of Grace; the Tenders of 
[Chriſt are buried; they are the graves where his 
blood, faith, doArine of repentance are hid and 
covered out of ſtght. The Word of life is laid m 
a grave of Death; the Hearers arc'our Sextons, the 

graves 
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graves are their own earthly and carnal hearts, and 
they roll the grave-ſtone of cuſtom infinand pre 
ſumption overit, and keep the Word down, that 
it may have no reſurretion, Do you not pitty 
them that have lived 1a marriage twenty years, 
and have always a miſcarrying womb, and dry 
breaſts £ Then think of faithful Preachers, whote 
wombs much milcarry, and that a long time, and 
few are born to ſuck their ſpiricual breaſts. If you 
knew the worth of your ſouls, and the weight of 
their calliag,you would turn your envy into pitty, 
and pray for them V ith all manner of ſupplication, 
that they may make known the myſterie of the 
Goſpel more ſucceſsfully.If you would pray more, 
there might be proſpering, and a better report 
given of the receiving this report of Chriſt. 

Yet there is comfort for the ſervants of Chriſt, 
though few receive their reportz and they need 
not walk with weary hearts, hanging down hands 
and feeble knees, becauſe of this. It they be faith- 
ful, God will recompence them according to the 
faithfulneſs of their hearts and labors, and not ac- 
—_ their ſacceſs, and the ſpeeding of the 
Word, 

I. yen let the Servants of Chriſt be 
faithſul in exhorting , inviting, threatening, pro- 
{miſing ; and though their Jabors ſucceed not to 


their deſires and intentions, yer they ſhall be ac- 
cepted of the Lord, and get a faving reward even 
tor thoſe that periſh, Miniſters ſball be a fieer 
ſavour to God, even in thoſe that periſh in their 
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wnto death. Let us do our endeavours,and we ſhall 
have a good reward for our labour in the Lord,for 
them that believed not the report and are damned, 
as well as for them that believed and are ſaved, 
Though coatempt of the Goſpel be loſs to ſinners, 
yet it ſhall not be loſs, but gains to Gods faithful 
Watchmen, whether the people hear, or whether 
they forbear : For perſwaſion is in the power of 
the hearers, and not of the ſpeakers : The moſt 
excellent excrciſe of Oratory hath oft been diſ- 
appointed of perſwafton and attraRtion. Though 
Iſrael be not gathered, and we ſeem to have ſpent 
our ſtrength for nought and in vain, yet ſurely our 
judgment is with the Lord, and our work with our 
God. A Blackmore hires-the Bath-to go and waſh 
him; he goes in black,he comes out as black,and] , 
is. not waſhed white; and yet the Maſter of the 
Bath is as well paid for him, as the reſt of the moſt| 
white-Skinned waſhers,

preaching, We find Peter prevailing , through 
Gods bleſſing, tg the winning of three thouſand 
ſouls at one Sermon : We do not read of ſuch a 
number converted by Chriſt with all his Sermons 
and miracles. I know Chriſts report was received 
of few; and Chriſt will pitty his holy meſſengers, 
when he finds them, that, even as-he was, fo are 
they in this world. Yet I wonder at a worthy and 
holy Divine of ours of prime nate, that ſich, 
Chriſt converted no more in his waole life then 
fix{core : I maryel what is h's ground, or way of 
accounting, However here is the hopes of faithful 
ones ; Chriſt pittics th.m, havinz been in the-like 
caſe ; and there. may be much ſeed ſprouting ſe- 
cretly they know not of. They may ſow,and others 
reap that which they ſoxed; and yet both ſowers 
and reapcrs rejoice together in the great day of 
Heavens harveſt-(houting..

Letns now conſider what uſctull obſervations 
the words thus opened will afford unto us.

True penitents in their converſion from fin, and 
humiliation for ir, do not onely pray unto God for 
mercy, but doe further Covenanr to expreſle the 
fruits of thoſe mercies in a'thankfull and obedient 
converſation. When firſt we are admnted into the 
familic and houſhold of God, we enter into a Co- 
venant. Therefore Cirewmcifion, whereby the chil- 
dren of the Jews were firſt ſealed and ſeparated for 
God, is caled his covenant,Gen.17.1 3.becauſe there» 
in God did covenant to own them, and they did in 
the fewre covenant to mortifie luſt, and to ſerve him, 
without which they were in his Gight but #ncircum- 
ciſed (till. * I wiil puniſh ſaith the Lord all thoſe that 
are circumciſed. in wncircumciſion ( fo the original! 
runs, 7er. 9, 25.) and the nations there mentioned 
with Iudah, who are faid to be wncircwmciſed, did 
yet * uſe circumciſion 25 the learned have obſerved, 
but being out of covenant with God it is accounted 
to them as uncircumciſion, and fo was that of the 
Jews too when they did break Covenant with God: |.

a death the moſt painiul and ſhametul;ro be 
and nailed on a croſs, a ſervile death, a dogs death. 
For at Rowee every year they hada day, wherein 
they crucified dogs , becauſe they watched nor 
well, and barked not when encmies came to 
take the Capitol. He was made x curſe for ws, for 
curſed i every one that hangeth ou the tree.

There are otherwaies, whereby the Lord glori- 
ouſly cleared him, and advanced his ſufferings, as 
that the Jews who crucified him in one day, all 
the world hath been crucitying them and hating 
them fixreen - hundred years, ever fince : Yea, 
even thoſe that care not tor, and know little or no- 


ching-of Chriſt, God hath made the croſs and 
ſufferings of Jcſus- Chriſt, the Chriſtians glory. 
God forbid, ſaith-the Apoſtle, 1 ſhould glory inany. 
thing elſe. 

All our comfort in our warfare is the wounds 
and death of the Captain of our falvation, and our: 
beſt boaſt, who by death, hath overcome, ' yea, 
aboliſhed death.

his own, but by way of Spenſor, Well may the 
death of Chriſt be compared to cutting down of 
a tree, in anſwerableneſs ro the propheſtes of him 
before touched, He ſhall grow up before him as 4 
tender plant, as 4 root ont of 4 dry ground. So 
elſewhere in Vaniel, After threeſcore and two 
weeks ſhall Meſs#4h be cut off.

Funine for the rich-in his death takes it thus, that 
he was delivered to Pilate, a rich and a great man, 
but then he reads it, t# the rich he gave his death, 
that is, the curſe of his death to- Plate and the 
Jews that ſaid, His bloud be upon 1, and upon our 
children.
